Robert (“‘ Robin ’’) Adair, a medical student, the hero of 


the celebrated ballad, left Dublin, at the age of twenty- 
two, under a cloud, and, finding himself penniless at 
Holyhead, started to walk to London. 


He soon came across an overturned coach, in which 
a rich London widow had sustained a slight injury, to 
whom he was able to render medical assistance, was 
driven to London, paid a heavy fee and introduced to 
Society by his grateful patient, and rose steadily in his 
profession. 

Twelve years later he was made Surgeon to the 
Hospitals for the Forces in Great Britain, and afterwards 
fell in love with Lady Caroline Keppel, daughter of 
the second Earl of Albemarle. 

His courtship was violently opposed by the lady’s 
family ; she was taken abroad and to Bath, her health 
being seriously affected by the separation, and it was at 
the latter place that she wrote the well-known song, which 
a few years later was sung by Tanducci at Ranelagh, to 
the Irish air of Eileen Aroon. 


Her health being despaired of, consent was given to.

the marriage in 1759; and, after ten years of married 
life, she died in 1769, leaving three children. 

Robert Adair was later appointed Surgeon to Chelsea 
Hospital, was a great favourite of the King, and refused 
a baronetcy. 

On his death in 1790, at the age of seventy-four, The 
Gentleman’s Magazine, in an obituary notice, says, 
*“ A man of more honour and worth has seldom lived,’’ 
and pays tribute to his probity as a public official. 

Of the three children of the marriage, the eldest, 
Diana, married Charles John Clavering, Esq.; the second, 
Robert, was Ambassador at Vienna, St. Petersburgh and 
Constantinople, and was given a baronetcy; and the 
third, Elizabeth, married the Revd. George Barrington, 
afterwards fifth Viscount Barrington; it is from her 
that the miniatures have descended to the present owner.
